Professor i?carth, .assotf- 
ate -Professor of Botany at McGIP, 
and who is an authority on this sub- 
ject, contributed to the discus.tlon. 

At another session, Professor 
Lloyd pre.'icnted a paper entitled the 
"Contractile Vacuole,'' which was als'- 
iUl'istrated by motion picture, Thl.-;

Small Plant* 
In th* rlrsi-mentioned paper, it was 
pointed out lhat Utrlcularia Is a 
.<-maIl plant which commonly grows 
In pools around Montreal, Its com- 
mon name, "Blartderwori" refera to 
the peculiar Madders which oociir 
upon i\tig plant. By means nf a 
beaut itrilly ridaptpd mechanism, those 
bladders function a,<j nilnulo animal 
trap.s. This ,ha.s been known for 
many years, but the movlo made in 
the Doiiartment of Ilotniiy l.s tho 
first picloilal record of 11,0 trapping 
of .-in .^tiinia! Jlero a tiny worm Is

Mean Last Year 

Dec. Was Mildest In Seven- 
teen Years 



■ "The year ha." l>e.Mi Iho dull- 

est since 1SS2," said Frol'es.-ior A. J. 
Kelly, when interviewed .v.'.'=i.;rday 
concerning tho weather conditions of 
tho past year. In all, ihirfy-flvo per 
cent, of aiinshiiie lin.': boon r••pi^tor- 
ed, which, when .'•ulilract>''d from the 
normal average ol forty-lour per 
cent, .shows a lo.<?s oC nine per cent, 
of sunshine to the citizens of .Alont- 
renl. In this respect, Wt.niary and 
November were tho only months lhat 
came up to tho average. 

In other respects, however, tho 
wenilif-r hn,<s been norntal. The metin 
temperamre' for ih» year was 43.1 
degrees, showing a slight increase 
over ..former years. The maximum 
ten)pernliire was recorded on August 
16, when tho mercury rose to !t0.7 
deKi'CfH, nnd on I'.^uni.ir.v L'5 mini- 
mum of 11,3 degrees below ïcro w.vi 
reached, Tho months .«ïhowlng nor- 
mal temperatures wero March, May, 
Jime. July October, and November; 
Jaminiy Fobniary and llocomber were 
above normal, while .\prll and .Sept- 
ember wero below normal. 

Rain or sleet fell on one hundred 
and twenty-five days, rain or snow 
on one hundred aiul .seviiuy-.-j|x days, 
and snow on slxty-.seven days, whUo 
the annual nvcrages of 110 da.va for 
tho rain or filoet, 173 for the rain or 
snow and 79 days for tho snow. One 
hundred and olevoii Iruhes of snow 
was measured with tho normal at 
one and sixteen inches. The rainfall 
for.l92S was 32,4 Inches as ugaln.si 
the niiniial aVerago of tweuty-nlno 
Inches.

Of more than ordinary interest should be 
tlie remark? of L. C. Carroll who has just re- 
turned from the annual conference of the Xn- 
tional Federation of Canadian University stu- 
dents. In the course of an interview recently 
he stated that the conference had decided to 
hold an Imperial Conference of students from 
every part of tlie Briti.«h Commonwealth of 
Nations in the fall of this year in Montreal.

The details of the scheme 
have not a,s yet been published, but it is cer- 
tain that Mnotreal will be delighted to act as 
host to the students of "Great Britain.' ^Ve of 
McGill are so apt to think of the Universities 
of the empire as McGill. Toronto, Queens. O.n- 
ford, (a distant place where Rhodes Scholars 
go) and Cambridge, and that is all. 

Seldom do we think of the seats of learn- 
ing scattered throughout the globe, in sections 
of the Empire which but yesterday were un- 
, knpwn. The Emipre has shown the world, that 
after the explorer comes the educationalist, 
and that where the minds of the colonists are 
led to higher learning, there is general satis- 
faction and prosperity. Thus as the nation's 
number of colleges increases so does her pros- 
peritj' and her people's. And now the time has 
come when the representatives of these colleges 
will meeting Montreal, the home of two colleges 
of the Empire, McGill ari the University of 
Montreal — ^both great institutions, both famed 
throughout the length and breadth. of the na- 
tion. 

Oxford because of the presence there of 
prominent scholars from the lands beyond the 
.seas, aids in building up respect for differences 
within the empire. This is a wonderful thing. 
Even so. this conference should develop a 
.sense of brotherliness between the students of 
the Empire. 

The delegates at Kingston from the Cana- 
dian colleges are to be heartily congratulated 
for this move, and we sincerely trust that their 
object will be realized and great understand- 
ing grow from this, between the 'colleges of the 
Br'itiâi Empire.

The 
results of rcsearcli work along similar lines 
done for the American government by Dr. Eve 
and Dr. Keys arc in the course of publication 
by the Cambridge University Press. 

Further tribute is paid to the McGill 
Physic.*5 department in the engagement by the 
Government of .Australia of Dr. Bieler, to car- 
ry on reseiirch work in Tasmania, with refe- 
rence to the mineral products in which it is 
believed to be rich.

of Ch.emifitry, of Mathematics and so on — give 
Kimilar interviews on topics of which they arc 
ofiually ill-informed. 

Amoiig.st ' he conynon delusion.^ is one that 
a college i»i-of(;v*.-;oi' kiiow,'^ everything. This be- 
lief, although untrue, is so widespread that even 
.some college profe.s.sors belinvn it. On this as- 
sumption v.o have the .spectacle of a chemistry 
professor who knows nothing of any faith, but 
believing in one of them airing hi.= views on the 
philosophy of religion. Wé have a profèssor of 
divinity whose only science is that of so alter- 
ing a sermon that it can be delivered on the fol- 
lowing week without being found out, laying 
down dogmatically that science is inefficient 
,and that evolution is a fable. 

This, of course, does not mean that a pro- 
fessor of Phy.sics has no right to investigate the 
subject of religion, but if he is going to offer 
public opinion upon it he should see to it that 
he has an aduguate knowledge of the subject, 
ptherwiso silence is golden.
